T H E G REAT STRUGGLE. 


T he T ariff B ill P rep ared by th e W ays 
and Mean* D em ocrats. 
[Copyright. 1888, by the California Associated Press.] 


W a s h in g to n , March 1st.—The Ways and 
Means tarilf bill was given to the public 
this morning, and following are some of 
the changes unde in the existing tarilf by 
the proposed bill that are of direct interest 
to the Pacific coast: All wool, hair of the 
alpaca goat and other like animals, wools 
on skin, woolen rags, shoddy waste and 
flocks are placed on the free list. 
Lumber, salt, petroleum, borax, boracic 
acid, borate of lime, crude opium, contain­ 
ing 9 per cent, and over of morphia for 
medicinal purposes; quicksilver, currants 
(Zante or other), dates, plums, prunes and 
tigs and building stone are all put upon the 
free list. 
The duty on raisins is fixed at 1) cents 
per pound, a reduction of one-half cent per 
pound. 
Under the present taritT currants and 
dates, plums and prunes pay duty each of 
one cent per pound. 
The bill fixes the duty on bags and bag­ 
ging. except bagging for cotton, composed 
wholly or in part of flax, hemp, ju»e, gunny 
cloth, gunny bags, at 200 per cent, ad val­ 
orem. The present duty is 40 per cent. 
W ith the exception of the green iruit in­ 
dustry of California, everything on which 
-he people of the State desire protection is 
knifed in this bill. 


O T H E R RED UC TIO N S. 
W a sh in g to n , March 1st.—The new tariff 
bill proposes to fix the duty on pig-iron at 
$0 per ton ; on iron ore, steel rail wav bars, 
weighing more than 25 pounds to the yard! 
and slabs and billets of steel, $ 1 1 per ton; 
on iron or steel rails, weighing not over 
25 pounds to the yard, $14 per ton. and 
on iron or steel flat rails, punched, $15 per 
ton. 
The bill also provides, among other 
things, for a 40 per cent, duty on woolen 
and worsted cloth, shawls and all m anu­ 
factures of wool, not specially enumerated, 
and on 
flannel 
blankets," knit goods, 
women’s and children’s dress goods, com­ 
posed in part of wool. 
The entire wood schedule not on the free 
list is subjected to 30 per cent duty; all 
grades of sugar are reduced by an amount 
varying front one-fifth to one-fourth of the 
present duties. 
Reductions on cbina and 
glassware range ud to 12 per cent., cotton 
yard is reduced to 35 and 40 per cent., 
bleached linens to 25 per cent., other varns 
25 per cent, and cotton cloth 40 percent. 
Manufacturers’ wool is reduced as follows : 
Woolen and worsted cloth, flaunel blankets 
and knit goods, dress goods partly of wool 
to 40 per cent.; readymade clothing and 
cloaks, 45 per cent.; webbings, 50 per cent., 
and carpets 30 per cent. 
Papers and its manufactures are gen­ 
erally reduced. 
O rriages 30 per cent, and watches 25 per 
cent. 
The estimate of the reductions in the 
revenue effected by the bill has not been 
completed in detail, hut the aggregate, ac­ 
cording to the best information in 'th e 
committee, is fixed at $35.000,000, This 
total includes about $22.250,000 on account 
of the free list, and $17.250 000 on account 
of woolen goods, $1.000,000 for china and 
glassware, and $750,000 on the chemical 
schedule. 


A D DITIO N S TO F R E E L IST . 
W ashington, March 1st.—The Chairman 
of the Way3 and Means Committee to-day 
submitted to the full committee the tariff 
bill upon which the Democratic members 
have been at work for several months. The 
free list section will take effect July 1 ,1888. 
Among the additions to the list of articles 
which may he imported free of duty are 
the following: Timber of various kinds; 
timber or lumber, whether hewn or sawed ; 
also wagon and shipping material, and all 
kinds of wood not specified in the lu ll; 
provided the articles mentioned are not 
subject to duty in the country whence im­ 
poned, otherwise the present duties to he 
levied. 
Salt is free with the same restrictions as 
timber. 
Flax, hem p and various vegetable fibers, 
burlaps, not exceeding sixty inches w ide; 
bagging, tin plates and tagger's tin, bees­ 
wax. gelatine and similar preparations, 
glycerine and glues, phosphorus, soap and 
soap stocks, tanning bark, oils compressed 
from seeds, petroleum and its products, 
mineral waters and imitation cements, tar 
and its products, turpentine, preparations 
known as essential, expressed, distilled and 
rendered oils, alkaline, alkaloids and vari­ 
ous chemical com pounds; 
bulbs, fruits, 
huts, seeds, etc., crude earths, clays and 
minerals, opium crude, containing over 90 
per cent, morphia for medicinal purposes, 
iron and steel hoops, needles, copper ores, 
regulus ar.d old copper, nickel ore and 
crude antimony, quicksilver, chromate of 
iron or chromic ore, crude minerals and 
metals, unwrought 
and 
not especially 
enumerated or provided for. 
Bricks, vegetables, meats, beans, peas, 
e tc , pulp for paper, Bibles, books and 
pamphlets printed in other languages than 
English, and books and pamphlets and all 
publications of foreign Governments and 
publications of foreign societies, historical 
or scientific, printed for gratuitous distribu­ 
tion, paintings in oil or water colors and 
statuary not otherwise provided for, stone 
unmanufactured or undressed, hair, hat­ 
ter's fur unstained, rags, rattans and reeds 
unmanufactured.

in relation to appeals in custom cases, and 
limiting the time within which such cases 
can be brought; the bestowal of sole juris­ 
diction in tbe trial of suits against tbe

clause directed against attempted bribery 
of customs officers. The latest estímales 
made by the Committee on Ways and 
Means of the probable reduction of rev­ 
enues that wou'd be effected by the passage

provisions. $500.000 (approxi­ 
mate); woolen goods, $12.300 000; sundries,

$22,250.000. This would make a reduction 
of about $53 000,000. 
Chairman Mills said to-day that internal 
revenue changes have been purposely ex­ 
cluded front the bill. 
The Democratic 
members were still considering that sub- 
j ct, and it was not possible to say at this 
time whether the reductions would result 
in the presentation of another bill dealing 
specially with internal revenue, or in the 
inclusion of some provisions bearing upon 
it in the present bill in other stages.

The ques­ 
tion is, what are Representatives Biggs and 
Thompson going to do about it ? Both are 
bitterly opposed to the free wool proposi­ 
tion, but neither will ffatly declare that he 
will vote against a bill that has free wool 
in its schedule. 
Mr. Biggs, in conversation with your 
correspondent, said ; 
” I am unalterably 
opposed to free wool, and I shall do all in 
my power to have it stricken from the 
bill/' 
“ But what will yon do if the Democrats 
retain free wool—will you vote for the 
bill?” 
“ That I cannot say,” answered Biggs. 
“ I have not seen the bill, and I could 
not give an explicit answer till I examine 
it.” 
” But you know what is in the bill, just 
as well as though you had seen it,” said 
your correspondent. 
*’ Well, I cannot say now what I will do. 
Only I am against free wool and free 
prunes.-’ 
Mr. McKenna, after examining the hill, 
said . “ If the Democratic party of Califor­ 
nia are in favor of a Government adminis­ 
tered for the benefit of the people of Cali­ 
fornia, then it can no longer have anything 
in common with the National Democratic 
Administration. Every industry of Cali­ 
fornia affected by the tariff is directly or 
indirectly iujnred by this bill.” 
Mr. Morrow said : “ You can say in as 
strong language as you choose to employ, 
that no Californian having the welfare ot 
his State at heart can afford to vote for this 
bill. 
It is 
a 
deadly 
blow 
to our 
most 
prosperous 
industries. 
It

most 
singular 
that 
the 
Democratic 
party, 
which 
has 
always 
professed 
such a regard for tbe agricultural classes, 
and upon whom its lea :ers have said the 
burdens of the tariff fall most severely, 
should pick out this very class of men en­ 
gaged in wool-growing, in timber-cutting 
and fruit-raising, to deprive them of the 
protection they need to successfully prose­ 
cute their business. 
I am against the bill, 
first, last, and ail the tim e.” 
Representative McKinley, of Ohio, 3aid : 
“ This is a most vicious bill. Tbe claim 
that it will reduce revenues $6u,090,900 is 


preposterous. It will not reduce the rev­ 
enues six millions at the outside, and I 
would not he surprised ¡1 it increased the 
revenues, through large importations at the 
proposed low rates. No member of Con­ 
gress from Ohio who has the welfare of the 
State at heart can vote for the bill, with 
free wool and lumber, and the reductions 
on glassware and pottery.” 
Representative Felton said: ‘‘The 1>111 
for tlie revision of the tariff reported by the 
Ways and Means Committee this morning, 
affects California industries very generally, 
as it puts on the free list thirteen articles 
that are products from the soil, and two in­ 
directly so. Some of them may he un­ 
qualifiedly 
termed 
infant 
industries— 
as prunes, plums, currants 
and 
figs, 
beans, pears, and all kinds cl' limber, 
lime, salr, llax, common soaps, quicksilver, 
wood and borax. The duty on the latter 
is now 5 cents per pound ; on prunes, plums 
aud currants, 1 cent per pound ; figs, 2 cents 
per pound—insignificant for the purpose of 
a reduction of the surplus, but im portant 
to the producer. It also reduces the tariff- 
on nine articles of California manufacture, 
while upon lead, green and colored bottles 
of all kinds, all confections, such as glace, 
fruits, raisins, woolen 
cloths, 
flannels, 
blankets, gloves and clothing (ready-made( 
the reduction amounts to 25 and 334 per 
cent. 
In 
short, 
it 
is 
a 
free-trade 
attack all along the line. I am of the 
opinion that the bill, as reported to the 
House, will not pass. However, there un­ 
questionably will be made a desperate effort 
to put lumber, salt, wool and borax on the 
free list. The measure was reported to the 
House by the Democratic majority of the 
Wavs and Means Committee, aud now that 
it is reported, it is time for the Protectionists 
to take the question in hand und evolve 
some measure which will serve to prevent 
the increase of the surplus complained of 
without destroying the industries of the 
country. ’ 
Representative Thompson said : “ I have 
not had a chance to examine this bill as 
carefully as I would like, and consequently 
do not feel like expressing myselt freelv. 
I understand, however, that wool is placed 
on the free list. That I an. against. 
Lum­ 
ber. too, is put on the free list. That I am 
opposed to, also. Tin, however, I am glad 
to see on the free list. The handling of 
the fruit schedule is excellent—in fact, could 
not have been better for California interests. 
The committee did wisely when they let it 
practically alone, but they did still better 
for us when they put in a clause relative to 
damaged cargoes. That has been a source 
of a great deal of trouble to us in the past, 
aud much fraud has been practiced. Bags 
and bagging arc given 25 per cent, ad val­ 
orem. This bill is a good one, as a whole, 
for California. 
Many changes, however, 
will be made before the hill is passed, and 
I doubt but what the changes will, as a 
rule, be in the way of a decided improve­ 
m ent.” 
Randall, whom the Democrats expect to 
vote for this bill, said to-day : 
“ I cannot 
support that bill. I, too, shall do all I can 
to defeat it.” 
Mr. Kelly said; “ The bill bears the 
stamp all the way through of being nothing 
more nor less than a bargain and dicker.” 
_ Representative Brown 
of 
Indiana, u 
Liberal Republican, whom the Democrats 
are counting on for aid, said : “ The bill 
was graciously stuck tinder the noses of the 
minority this morning for the first time. I 
can give no opiuion of its merits. I haven’t 
read it, and have given it but a hurried 
glance. That, however, satisfies me that in 
the secret, 
mysterious preparation the 
Democratic majority has had an eye to the 
partisan, as well as the economic phases of 
the tariff question.” 
Representative Cheadle another liberal 
Republican whom the Democrats were 
counting on to assist them in the tariff fight, 
said; “The bill is not a surprise here where 
its features have been predicted with re­ 
markable accuracy for weeks. 
It is Cleve­ 
land, Carlisle and the whiskv pools’ bill, 
and should be entitled, ’An Act to destroy 
American industries and produce national 
bankruptcy.’ The proposition to put wool 
on the free list comes just iu time to cause 
a dfdine in prices. The proposition to put 
salt, lumber and marble on the free list 
means prostration to all these industries. 
Yesterday's debate disclosed the fact that 
there is no surplus—that it is loaned, with­ 
out interest, to special banks. There is not 
one single industry of the great West but 
what is stricken down by this bill.” 
Tom Reed said: “ Í have not had a 
chance to go through the bill thoroughly, 
but have glanced over it sufficiently to say 
that, as usual, God is too good to the Re­ 
publican party.” 


CONGRESSIONAL PRO CEEDING S. 


T h e Senate. 
W a sh in g to n , March 1st.—In the Senate 
to-day the resolution reported yesterday by 
Sherman, from the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, requesting the President to ne­ 
gotiate a treaty with the Emperor of China 
containing the provision that no Chinese 
laborer shall enter the United States, was 
taken up for consideration. 
Morgan favored the resolution. 
Sherman said that, whatever differences 
of opinion there had been in the Senate or 
the country in regard to the restriction of 
Chinese immigration, the time had conte 
when, he believed, the general sentiment 
of the people was that the law on the sub­ 
ject should be fairly enforced, and that 
Chinese laborers should be excluded from 
this country, because they would not adapt 
themselves to its civilization. Thai feeling 
had been most strongly expressed before 
the committee by Senators and Represent­ 
atives from the Pacific coast, and every 
member of 
the committee was of the 
opinion that the exclusion of Chinese 
laborers should be effectually carried out. 
The resolution was calculated" to fortify the 
Administration in its efforts to obtain the 
desired treaty. 
Stewart expressed his gratification at 
hearing from the Senator from Alabama 
(Morgan) that tbe State Department was 
already engaged in negotiating a treaty 
with China. 
He had no doubt that the 
expression of opinion by the Senate, in the 
adoption of the resolution, would give the 
Chinese Government to understand the 
determination of this country to exclude 
Chinese laborers altogether. "lie was also 
exceedingly gratified to find 
that 
the 
country now understood 
the 
Chinese 
question, and that opposition to Chinese 
was not a matter of passion or prejudice on 
the part of the people of the Pacific Coast. 
Mitchell regarded the resolution as a 
step in the right direction, but as a very 
feeble step. 
He said that in addition to the 
treaty with China there should be treaties 
to the same effect with Great Britain, 
France and Mexico. 
The resolution was adopted. 
The pension bill was takin up, the pend­ 
ing question being on the amendment 
offered yesterday by Wilson of lows, to add 
the words “from infirmities of age.” 
Beck said that $500,000,000 would not 
half cover the am ount of the expenditure 
if the amendm ent were adopted. That bill 
would settle the surplus for all time to 
come. 
The debate then drifted into a discussion 
of the tariff, during which Beck referred to 
the demonetization of silver, and attacked 
Sherman for it. 
He suggested, reverting to 
the pension question, that as the wealth 
of the country was protected by the exer­ 
tion of the soldiers, the Senators on the 
other side, many of whom were million­ 
aires, should meet the expenditure for pen­ 
sions by an income tax. 
Pluinb said the Senator from Kentucky 
was not a free-trader,except for revenue, 
neither was hny other Senator on the 
Democratic side, when he had anything to 
make by being a protectionist. ’ Senators 
on the other side, lie said, ill-concealed 
their feelings of regret that it was not the 
soldiers of the Confederate army that were 
to be pensioned under the pending measure. 
W ithout a vote on the amendm ent the 
Senate adjourned till Monday.

W a s h i n g t o n , March 
1st.—Morrow of 
California, from the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, reported a resolution calling on the 
President for information as to what steps 
have been taken iu the direction of treaty 
stipulations, or otherwise, to prevent the 
continued immigration of Chinese laborers 
into the United States, notwithstanding the 
provisions of the treaty of November 17, 
1880, between the United States and China, 
and the laws passed in pursuance thereof. 
Belmont of New York called up the joint 
resolution authorizing the President to ar­ 
range a conference to be held in W ashing­ 
ton in 1889, for the purpose of promoting 
arbitration, and 
encouraging 
reciprocal 
commercial relations between the United 
States and the Republics of Central aud 
South America and the Empire of Brsiil. 
An amendment was adopted making one 


of the questions to be considered by the ! 
conference the means of direct communi- • 
cation between the United States and other , 
countries. 
The resolution was agreed to, and the 
House adjourned.

Kennett Beaton and Mrs. Lydia Liddle, 
both married and having children whom 
they had 
abandoned, were arrested at 
Denver on Wednesday while eloping to 
California. 
The mob in Ballard county, Ky., which 
lynched Price, the colored man, learned 
several hours later that he had been cut 
down alive, and returned to the place and 
hanged him the second time. 
A Bangor (Me.) special says : The arrest 
of Dr. George F. Weed, a well-known phy­ 
sician of Newport for complicity in the 
robbery of $30,009 front old Peter Bennett, 
of that town, is the latest sensational devel­ 
opment in this interesting case. The ac­ 
cused is a citizen of hitherto high standing. 
Isaac Barrett, a New York errand boy. 
while attempting to lift the hatchway doors 
of a sixth floor on Wednesday, fell'to the 
ground. H e struck on his head on the 
wooden doors, breaking them through. His 
skull was crushed and his brains scattered 
about, and he breathed but a few moments

A lb u q u erq u e (N . M.), March 1st.—All 
freight conductors and brakemen on the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad went out on 
a strike last night. The new Superintend­ 
ent wanted to reduce their wages nearly 
one-half, which the men would not stand. 
Freight trains arriving here are abandoned, 
but everything is quiet.

When our committee remonstrated 
with him and asked him to rescind the 
order, he refused to do so and replied that 
he could procure plenty of men in Georgia 
who would work for $40 per month, and if 
necessary he could run his trains with 
negroes. After becoming satisfied we were 
not receiving proper treatm ent, and had 
no redress, we concluded to go out.”

SHOCKING

miles west of this city, Sunday morning. 
The settlement is composed of Mexicans, 
negroes and white desperadoes. 
A negro cabin was set on fire and the oc­ 
cupants were deliberately shot down a3 
they ran half awake out of the burning 
house. Five were killed outright, and one 
injured, while two were burned to death in 
the cabin. Another negro was caught and 
hanged to a tree. The butchery was the 
outcome to a suit for possession of land re­ 
cently decided in favor of the dead negroes 
in the District Court at W harton. 
Spanish Camp is far from any telegraph 
station and full details of the massacre 
have not been recived.

LAWLESSNESS. 


8am Jones, the eccentric cxhorter whose 
rough hewn eloquence and coarse logic 
has given him notoriety, if not fame, in a 
recent address in St. Louis, filling five 
columns of 
the 
Globe-Democrat, 
said : 
“ \ \ lien you’ve got a law you can’t enforce, 
you’ve got 3iiarchy set u p ; when you’ve 
got a law you won’t enforce, you’ve got 
communism in the community.” 
There is 
a rugged truth hidden in this expression, 
and though eccentric Sam Jones said it, 
that at which he aimed ought to sink 
deep into the hearts of the people. 
There 
has been these many years a deal of skulk­ 
ing behind the plea that the moral senti­ 
m ent of the people does not stand behind 
certain nnenforccd laws, and 
therefore 
official failure, even to make the attempt 
to enforce them, is to Ikj passed over and 
put aside as excusable. 
I>et us look the matter squarely in the 
face. 
Is it true that in the case of most 
o f our unenforced laws against crime the 
moral 
sentim ent of the people really 
justifies the inactivity? 
If so, how came 
it that the laws were passed and approved? 
If the moral sentiment disapproves these 
laws, why is it not reflected in the repre­ 
sentative 
body, and 
why does it 
not 
work the rejieal of the obnoxious statutes? 
It is entirely true, as we the other day 
pointed ont, that a community which by 
inactivity appears to acquiesce in flagrant 
neglect on the part of officers to do their 
duty, is estopped from complaining of the 
inevitable results. 
But this is by no 
means adm itting that quiescence is affirm­ 
ative direction to officials to be blind to 
crime. 


To put a case directly, W hy, if the law 
against lotteries cannot be enforced be­ 
cause of assumed lack of moral support, 
did the people, so recently as 187!), engraft 
the law upon the Constitution itself, thus 
making it a fundamental principle? 
Has 
any one, in this community for instance, 
tested the moral sentim ent as to this one 
unenforced and openly, brazenly violated 
law ? 
W ho is ready to libel the people of 
Sacramento by the infamous declaration 
that they expressly desire the law against 
lotteries to he unenforced ? 
The truth is, we hare no anti-gambliug 
laws the people do not desire respected; 
we have no such laws that cannot be en­ 
forced. 
But we have that which, if not 
broken up, root and branch, may turn out 
to be as disastrous to our prosperity as 
Anarchy and as destructive of democratic 
principles as radical Communism— that is 
to say, we iiave political slavery. 
Since 
we have ourselves forged the shackles that 
bind us, we must ourselves break them. 
The non-enforcement of our laws is due, 
not to lack of supporting moral sense in 
the people, but to the one sim ple and un­ 
pardonable fact that the men the people 
have commissioned to discharge the duty 
do not invoke, but avoid it, and confess 
allegiance to another power— one that 
palsies their hands and fetters their oaths 
with, reservations little short of rank per­ 
jury. 


The time has gone by for mincing mat­ 
ter-. 
There must lie either one thing or 
the other; open doors for the carnival of 
vice, high feasting, rioting in the halls ol 
crime, with the youth of the city invited 
and often dragged into the banquet of de­ 
struction, or else the laws that command 
the sinks of inquity to be suppressed must 
be enforced as they can be; it is cither 
sheer cowardice or a wholly false idea of 
self-government that prompts one to say 
they cannot be. 
T he Democratic party 
has given us a ( -hief of Police who de­ 
fiantly refuses to even make the attem p t; 
the Republican party has given us Police 
Commissioners who cannot or w ill not 
agree to compel him to do his duty. 
It is 
high tim e to work reform in Inith these direc­ 
tions and the very first opportuu ity offers in 
the Republican primaries about to be held. 
Let them be the final test; let it there bo 
decided once and for all if boss rule shall 
continue to suspend the laws at the sweet 
w ill o f influences that laugh the moral 
sense o f the people to scorn. 
If the Republicans are too busy buying 
supplies and selling ta p e; too busy ham­ 
mering at the forge, weaving at the loom, 
counting coin in th ? treasury, or toasting 
their toes at glow ing fires at home, to come 
out and break the backbone of the lottery- 
dealing, gam bling, opium-smoking, uffice- 
tradiug, patronage-brokering, domineering 


bossism, let it be now demonstrated. 
If, 
on the other hand, Republicans are sin­ 
cerely attached to the principles of the 
party, and believe clean, orderly govern­ 
ment and an improved police department 


to be possible, they can make their faith 
manifest by some little sacrifice o f personal 
ease in behalf o f the city of their homes. 
As surely as the Republicans of Sacra, 
mruto make an appeal to the moral seuse 


of the people for support in cutting loose 
from odious domination, just so surely w ill 
they meet with a response that will render 


Of 
course, all 6uch verdicts as that in the 
case of the Rozelle woman bring in time 
other evils in their wake. 
Los Angeles 
will suffer them ; bad women, and foolish 
and weak women, advised by designing 
men or their own hasty judgments, w ill be 
encouraged to criminal assaults, and to 
take the law into their own hands. 
They 
w ill not fail to learn the 
Rozelle lesson 
well. 
Seeing this woman 
go free of 
punishment for a dastardly crime and a 
cruelly inhuman assault, they will be 
stim ulated to avenge themselves in a sim i­ 
lar manner for fancied or genuine wrongs, 
to act much as she did from motives of 
jealousy or hatred or revenge. 
N o other 
conclusion is warranted. 


I’rof. T. Richard T. Kly, of Johns Hop­ 
kins University, is publishing in the Bal­ 
timore Sun a series of articles upon “Mu­ 
nicipal Problems.” 
As a rule theorists 
upon jiolieies of municipal administration 
write over the heads of their readers. Not 
that the readers are less intelligent than 
the essayists, but generally their theories 
fail to come down to the application of 
feasible remedies, and to the level of the 
practical needs made manifest by misgov- 
ernment in cities. 
If they wonld ad­ 
dress themselves to eradication of the 
spoils system, and the making of bossism 
odious, all other ills, under business pru­ 
dential administration, would disappear. 
Remove the political control of bosses, and 
the cities of the land, now the worst gov­ 
erned of any sub-divisions of government, 
would ’necome the best governed branches 
of our system. 
Municipal indebtedness in 
the United States is to-day much greater 
than that of counties or States, and it is 
due almost wholly to political control and 
the absence of business wisdom. 
Upon one subject, a recent paper by 
Professor Ely appears to be sound. 
Hi? 
proposition is for the sale of all future 
street railway franchises to the highest 
bidder, lim iting the term to say fifteen or 
twenty years. 
The plan adopted by New 
Orleans is cited as an instance in which 
this system has been tried with excellent 
results. 
The sale in 18§G of one street í 
railway franchise alone realized sufficient 
to defray one-eighth of the municipal ex­ 
penses of that year, the city reserving the 
right at the expiration of the terra to pur­ 
chase the equipment of the road. 
Buffalo 
and New York more recently have adopted 
the system, with good results. T he one ob­ 
jection to the plan is the liability of the 
city being compelled at the expiration of 
the term to take and operate the roads. 
W ith bossLsm controlling this would lie a 
positive evil. 
Of course largely paying 
roads could always be resold, but the pat­ 
ronage that would attach to roads owned 
by the city would be a very strong in­ 
centive to bosses to keep the control in the 
m unicipality. 
In New York the sale 
of such franchises developed corruption, 
but not probably so much as in the free 
granting of privileges to occupy the streets 
with tracks for half-century terms, as un­ 
der the generally prevailing system. 
The 
preponderance of reason is all in favor of 
the plan of sale. 
Except in some small 
cities, street railway privileges are so valu­ 
able that the franchise ought to command 
a premium for the benefit of the municipal 
treasury. 
It is not by any means as cer­ 
tain, however, that another of Professor 
E ly’s suggestions is so meritorious— the 
ownership by cities of gas and electric 
plants. 
It is true that in Belfast, Ireland, 
the gas for street and domestic purposes is 
furnished by the city at a lower figure than 
when owned by private individuals. 
But 
Belfast is under a rule widely different 
from any that can prevail in American 
cities. 
It would seem to be a plain busi­ 
ness proposition that competition in fur­ 
nishing artificial light is the best regulator, 
just as it is in furnishing food. 
Excepting 
water supply, the best judgment of the 
day is that the fewer institutions owned by 
cities the better for them, as they are feed­ 
ers for bossism, and furnish constant sub­ 
jects for contention for patronage and con­ 
sequent control. 
If the sale of street rail­ 
way franchises is so advisable, we cannot 
understand why Professor Ely does not 
apply the same doctrine to all other profit- 
yielding privileges for which municipal 
grants are necessary. 
However, in the 
light of the experience of American cities, 
we believe it is established that, no matter 
how artificial light franchises are disposed 
of, it is most economical for municipalities 
to trust to competition, and that they buy 
light for city purposes, and secure it to citi­ 
zens for pri vate uses cheaper and better 
than if such industries were owned by the 
cities, to say nothing of the dangers that 
attend 
the enlargement of 
municipal 
patronage and the consequent fostering of 
bossism. 


A SHAMEFUL OUTCOME. 


T h e Senate Chinese [restriction bill is 
not in every detail all we conld wish, but 
it is so much better than anything we have 
now or have had, that California will be 
extrem ely thankful if its passage is ef- 
ected. 
It makes it very clear who is to be 
excluded, no matter whence they come. It 
defines who are “ Chinese laborers” and 
who “ passengers,” so that Courts and 
officers may read as they run. 
It fixes a 
date before which Chinese of prior resi­ 
dence in the United States may return, 
but after which they must be excluded. It 
makes it the duty of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to devise the form of return 
certificates, and to provide the regulations 
necessary for enforcing the spirit of the 
law. 
These are all important provisions, 
and if the bill can be made law, it will, 
we judge, prove very efficacious 
as a 
remedy for the sore ill now suffered by 
reason of the impositions practiced by the 
Chinese, and the crippled condition of the 
present restriction law.

Three men in each 
of two triaLs and four in the last were able 
to defeat justice. 
T he refusal of a part of 
the jury in each ease to vote for convic­ 
tion, seems to have been due solely to the 
fact that the defendant was a woman.” 
W hat a farce. 
Here is the woman’s hus­ 
band serving his time in State prison as 
accessory to her crime while she, the prin­ 
cipal, goes free. 
Had the two-thirds rule 
prevailed in the jury-room as it should, 
the Rozelle woman would now lie a convict, 
as she ought to be. 
The truth is that such outcomes in cases 
of this character amount to express war­ 
rant by jury to vicious women to give free 
rein to tiieir passion, and with vitriol to 
burn out the faces or with pistols to lake 
the lives of men with whom they happen 
to he angered. 
It is distinctly understood 
that the Rozelle woman goes scot free, not 
because o f any doubt of her guilt enter­ 
tained by the jury, but becau*e the weak­ 
ness o f a minority o f the panel let! it to 
vote for acquittal because of her sex 
Women ought to be the political equals of 
m e n ; that they are not is due sim ply to 
the fact that society has not yet reached 
that point in its progressive march. 
But it 
has long since attained the just plane that 
holds the sexes to equal accountability 
for crime, so far as declaration in the laws 
goes. 
That juries defy the law, violate 
their oaths, and stubbornly refuse to do 
their duty, is not chargeable to the written 
statutes. 
But there is lack of 
moral 
courage and purpose in any community 
where fairly intelligent jurym en refuse 
to convict a woman of a lienious crime 
sim ply because of her sex. 
W here that is 
possible, a false estim ate of true chivalry 


C o lo n el I ris h a n d H is D e tra c to rs. 
W hen San Francisco, by Colonel John P. 
Irish and bis Alta, proposed to entertain 
the next Democratic National Convention, 
it bad an advocate whose wide personal ac­ 
quaintance with public men was and is sec­ 
ond to none in this or any other State.

was entirely due to him that the scheme 
had a single advocate, or any chance of 
success.

A NEW ENTERPRISE. 


A MIU for the Manufacture of Excelsior 
Established In this City. 
A few days ago San Francisco papers, 
which, by the way, are always crying down 
Sacramento, published a statement that ex­ 
tensive railroad works were to be estab­ 
lished at Los Angeles, which, if they did 
not cripple the shops in Sacramento, would 
prevent their enlargement. This has been 
found to be entirely without foundation.

The shops here will be enlarged during 
the coming season, as the present capacity 
for the construction of new work is en­ 
tirely inadequate to the demand. The ca­ 
pacity of the railroad works in this city 
will be doubled in many months, and their 
pay roll increased from 2,000 laborers to 
upwards of 4,000. 


A SEW IKDUSTBY. 
Some m onths ago George E. H art, of 
Union, New Hampshire, came to this city 
for the purpose of establishing an excelsior 
manufactory. 
He purchased a lot near the 
corner of Sixth and H, and has erected a 
large building. 80x40, two stories in hight, 
made of corrugated iron. 
W. J. Renfro 
was the architect, contractor and buiider, 
and has constructed a strong, durable and 
well appointed building. W hat is excel­ 
sior? is asked by many. It is the wooden 
hair of commerce. It is used in the m an­ 
ufacture of mattresses, in upholstering 
furniture and cheap carriage work, in pack­ 
ing glassware, and for numerous other pur­ 
poses. 
It was first manufactured some 
twelve years ago, and Mr. H art and his 
brothers own some of the most valuable 
patents on tbe machines used in its m anu­ 
facture. It is strong, clean, durable, very 
flexible, and in many respects superior to 
hair. The principal manufactories of the 
article are in the New England States, 
where the wood is white poplar. The

have never witnessed 
machinery of this character in operation 
will be well repaid for making the mill a 
visit. Tbe machinery consists of fourteen 
upright single-acting shaving machines, a 
cross-cut saw. a rip-saw, and a baling press, 
all run by a 100-horse power engine. The 
wood is cut up into 18-inch lengths and 
looks like stove wood. It is then placed 
in the jaws of one of the machines and a 
large knife passed upon and down over its 
face with great rapidity and power. Just 
in front of the knife are about forty little 
scratch awls, very sharp, that sink into the 
wood about a sixteenth of an inch. The 
knife follows and takes off a shaving, which 
falls to the floor

which will shortly be doubled, is five tons 
per day, and it sells readily at two cents 
per pound. The cottonwood makes the 
best-looking hair, it being nearly white. 
W illow and sycamore, while they make 
equally as good an article, is not so sal­ 
able, on account of being reddish in color.

MARRIAGE LICENSES. 


W hat is Being Done in the Matter of 
Planting Shade Trees. 
A meeting of the Sidewalk and Shade- 
tree Committee was held at tbe Improve­ 
m ent Association rooms last evening. The 
subject 
of 
shade-tree 
planting 
was 
throughly considered, and good progress 
and prospects in the work were reported. 
It was shown that a very large num ber of 
trees have already been set out the present 
season, and preparations are being made to 
greatly increase the planting during the 
present m onth. Many are waiting the arri­ 
val of the Florida sour orange trees, and 
others are grading and preparing grounds 
for planting. In addition, it should also 
be said that there are many who have not 
caught the spirit of enterprise in shade- 
tree ornam entation, and need urging by 
neighbors and the committee to join the 
campaign for local improvement.

A m o n g th e re p o rts fro m m e m b e rs o f th e 


Dillman, representing that section of the 
city south of Capitol Park, said the im ­ 
proved property in that portion of the city 
was perhaps as well planted to trees, if not 
better, than any other, and yet there is 
much activity in this line. 
Many will 
plant the sour orange, Monterey pine, and 
other evergreen and citrus trees, and very 
many have already filled out along streets 
where trees were missing. 
Quite a num ­ 
ber of the umbrella trees have been planted, 
and these were regarded as very attractive. 
Mr. Dillman regretted that so many choose 
deciduous trees for planting, as the barren 
tops of these varieties in winter only served 
to give the appearance to strangers from the 
East that we have a “Northern climate.” 
when these trees are compared with those 
which are seen in the southern part of the 
State, where good judgm ent has prevailed 
and semi-tropic evergreens form the prin­ 
cipal trees in parks and upon avenues. The 
same trees will thrive fully as well here, 
and while cork elm and some other decid­ 
uous growths ate pretty as long as the foli­ 
age is upon them, they present a desolate 
and oold appearance during the so-called 
winter season. There were some, however, 
he said, 
th at were planting California 
palms and other varieties of this species 
along the walks in his part of the city, 
which would be very attractive in a few 
years. 
J. M. Henderson, Jr., reported good pro­ 
gress in the southeastern portion of the 
city, above Fifteenth street. A large num ­ 
ber of sour oranges wonld be planted, as 
well as other varieties of ornam ental shade 
trees, and m any blocks and parts of blocks 
have already been properly attended to by 
this year’s planting. 
Philip Scheld has 
planted around two full biocks; Jacob 
Storiz is filling and grading preparatory to 
sim ilar ornam entation around his lots at 
Sixteenth, and M. Struts and numerous 
other property-owners are doing their part 
in the forward movement. 
E. S. Parker promised that the curb lines 
of the entire Sherman & Parker tract, con­ 
sisting of six full blocks, in the vicinity of 
Snowflake Park, shall be set out to choice 
evergreen and other shade trees during this 
spring. H e will use a large number of the 
sour orange trees in this planting. 
Colonel Ham ilton stated that Exposition 
Park, near the depot, is being made ready 
for trees and a good selection of citrus and 
evergreen trees will be planted there dur­ 
ing the present month. 
No deciduous 
trees will he used in or about these grounds. 
A good report was also made of the 
northern section of the city, and much 
progress in the northeastern part was also 
described. 
The committee resolved to make the 
canvass for inducing tree planting, on the 
part of property owners, as effective as 
possible during the present month, and to 
this end solicit the active assistance and 
co-operation of all enterprising citizens.

Yesterday's Kaln. 
The rainfall yesterday afternoon, accord­ 
ing to the Signal Service measurements, 
was .25 of an inch, m aking 8.17 for this 
season, as against 10.50 inches to an equal 
date last year. March, 1887, began with a 
rain-stortu in the evening, the storm last­ 
ing until early in the morning of the 4th, 
during which tim e there was precipitated 
.92 of an inch, after which there was but 
.02 of an inch the remainder of the month. 
The storm of March a year ago was warmer 
than the present one. The wind yesterday 
was blowing from thirty to forty miles per 
hour, and variable in direction ; that is, 
the third vane oscillated from east, south­ 
east to south in rapid and sadden move­ 
ments. During the time of the greatest 
velocity (1:15 e. m.) the wind blew the sign 
of W. M. Lyon A Co. down upon the roof, 
and also blew a glass out of one of the win­ 
dows in theobservaiorv of the Signal office 
and sent it dashing and crashing down 
upon some carpenters at work on the top 
of a lower building, but luckily they es­ 
caped without being struck by the flying 
particles of glass. 
The average Signal Service temperature 
and total rainfall torthe month ot February 
was as follows for tbe places named': 
Olympia, 44° and 2 70 inches ; Astoria, 43° 
and 4 12 inches: Portland. 44° and 2.40 
inches; Rosebure, 44° and 2 80 inches; 
Red Bluff, 54c and 2.17inches; Sacramento, 
53° aud 57 of an inch of rain.
